An act relating to evaluation of suicide profiles

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:
Sec. 1. 18 V.S.A. § 7260 is added to read:

8§ 7260. EVALUATION OF SUICIDE PROFILES

The Department of Mental Health shall receive all essential information

related to each suicide committed in the State from the Department of Health.

The Department shall evaluate the profile for and factors involved in each of

these deaths. On or before January 15 of each year, the Department shall

submit a report to the Senate Committee on Health and Welfare and to the
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House Committee on Health Care regarding any findings and

recommendations based on these evaluations.

Sec. 2. EFFECTIVE DATE

This act shall take effect on July 1, 2017.
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
